In the year 1896 131 lynchings oc 
curred in this country, only two years 
since aud including 1885 showing a 
■pallet uumber. Those years were 
1887, when 122 persons were lynched, 
and 1890, with 127. In 1892 the 
number was 235, aud in 1893 il waa 
200. Of those whose liveB were te ken 
by mob violence last year eighty 
were negroes and fifty one whites; 
122 lynchings occurred in the South 
and 9 in the North. The decrease in 
this form of unlawful killing is agree 
able, but there is still room for im- 
provement. It is no more than fair 
to the State of Kentucky to say that 
the general impression t hat she heads 
the list in this awful form of law 
breaking is incorrect. Louisiana 
stands first with twenty-five cases. 
Alabama uext with fifteen. tVp&aHM 
third with fourteen, and Florida with 
ten, while Kentucky and Georgia 
have each nine to their credit.

For X-Ray Experin 



A uegro suspected of barn burning 
was lynched near Orangeburg, S. C. . 



Accoi'ding to a correspondent of 
the Scientific American, a good 
fluorescent screen for th<5 X-ray ex- 
periments can bo used by coating a 
piece of pasteboard with prepared 
glue and sifting on a covering of 
common zinc white (oxide of zinc), 
which can be obtained very cheaply 
at any paint or drug store. It is 
not quite equal to tungstate of cal- 
cium, but fluoresces brilliantly 
enough to make a really excellent 
screen for most experiments, and 
the cost is much in its favor. The 
fact that none of our X-ray inves- 
tigators have noticed the fluores- 
cence ef this very common sub- 
stance, says the correspondent, may 
be an incentive to still further In- 
vestigation in this line, and possible 
discovery of something still better 
than the tungstate of calcium.

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NOVEL PHOTOGRAPHS. 



A French photographer ha 
pleased Paris, always charmed wltl 
a novelty, by producing extrnordi 
nary photographic combination 
through an ingenious BJTMgMMa 
of mirrors The results he attain 
are novel, surprising and someMmei 
sensational, as, for instsoi bl 
bona Orlo photograph of a we'l 
known Parisian being ridden in th< 
street by his horsft Grotesqu* 
combinations, such has this, are, of 
course, familiar to us all, for pho- 
tographers have long been oble to 
produce very curious effects by em- 
bodying figures from several nega- 
tives in one print says a correspon- 
dent of tho New York Herald. 

The beauty of this last photo- 
graphic novelty is, however, that 
the prints do not "give away" the 
process, as the old-fashioned built- 
up photographs invarirbly do by the 
stilted postures and incongruous dis- 
cords of the composition, but appear 
to be single, instantaneous glimpses 
of real scenes of an altogether im- 
possible nature. They are clever 
enough to deceivo an expert, or to 
make a superstitious person almost 
believe in miracles* 

All Paris is enthusiastic over one 
of his pictures in particular. It is a 
photograph of a pentleman in even- 
ng dress, with the face of his fiancee 
daintily poised on his immaculate 
shirt front. Tho girl's face seems to 
be as much a part of tho man's 
figure as is his head, and not merely 
a picture stamped on the white 
linen bosom. 
This feat is accomplished by pos- 
g the figures in such a way that 
ey are reflected from the maze of 
irrors directly into tho cyo of the 
camera. Sometimes tho woman's 
face is reproduced in a smaller form, 
and in the shape of a heart, and is 
so arranged as to take the place of 
the organ In which the god of love 
is popularly supposed to dwell. 

Photographs taken by this mirror 
process show people in every con- 
ceivable position. For instance, two 
brothers are photographed to ap- 
pear as one balanced upside down 
on the other's head. As both are 
in evening dress, from patent leather 
pumps to crush hats, it is difficult 
to decide which one has the picture 
right side up. Pictures of animai s 
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of this photographer, whose art 
often takes a humorous turn, 
very small snake in the act of swal- 
lowing an unusually largo elephant 
is a favorite with those who have a 
sense of tho ridiculous. Other pic- 
tures, however lean to tragic rather 
than the comic. 

A pyramid of babies, to the num- 
ber of a score, is another picture 
which .attracts a groat deal of in- 
terest, for, though tho tots are still 
in the long clothes period of exis- 
tence, they appear to balance them- 
selves with all the sang froid of pro- 
fessional acrobats. 

One large photograph which the 
Parisian camera juggler lately ex- 
hibited at an exhibition of pictures, 
noted more for their oddity than the 
popular character of their subjects, 
is probably the most grewsomo of 
any he has yet taken. This pho- 
tograph portrays an exceedingly 
beautiful woman dressed as for a 
ball, through whoso body the bare 
arm of a man is thrust, the hand 
clasping the handle of a sword that

0HRISTMA8_ ISLAND. 

Beara a Name to Which It Doesn't 
Seem Entitled. 
A traveler from Boston— nearly 
all tho curious travelers are Bos- 
tr.nians— has lately come hack from 
Christmas island with lonio inter- 
esting stories of what he found 
there. He seems to have found al- 
most everything except a good and 
sufficient reason why the island 
should have the name it bears. 

Tho traveler sailed away from 
Java eastward and northward, and 
in three days the island hove in 
sight U is seldom visited and 
seems to have no population of its 
own— indeed It is n coral formation, 
literally crowded up out of the sea. 
Successive and very slow accretions 
of soil have formed anil In this is 
rooted vegetation of considerable 
extent and variety. 

The island presents to the mari- 
ner the aspect of u saddle, two hills 
forming the pommels. Though tho 
hills aro of considerable size they 
are covered with a coral formation 
to their very summits, the peak of 
one of thorn being an immense cora- 
line. limestone 

No stream or standing water was 
found on the island, as the soil, if it 
may be called a soil, is so porous 
that the rain is absorbed imme- 
diately. Yet tho vegetation was 
green and under the fallen logs tho 
earth was found to bo sodden with 
moisture. Tho traveler spent ten 
days on the island, and during two 
of them rain fell heavily. He found 
s 150 feot high, of which a large 
proportion bore edible fruit This 
latter was the food of great num- 
bers of birds, whose flesh was found 
to be exquisite. The place also 
swarmnd with rats and bats. The 
most numerous of tho birds were 
large fruit eating pigeons and a 
species of brown dove. Neither of 
these knew fear of man, and they 
were shot by the dozen. 

Tho fact that at an elevation of 
1,200 feet above tho sea coraline 
limestone was found, and the for- 
mation of the hills, cased as they 
we.ro with coral from base to sum- 
mit, led the traveler to observe that 
Christmas island was unique and a 
most remarkable example of coral 
formation. It appeared that from 
the time tho island came within the 
reef building zone it had been stead- 
ily subject to a movement of up- 
heaval, varied by pauses during 
which the cliffs were eroded by the 
sea. There is no other such ex- 
ample known.— N. Y. Herald.

CURIOUS LABORATORY. 

!lt Is About to Be Established in the 
Catacombi. 
Deep in the bowels of the earth a 
curious laboratory is about to bo 
[established in the Jardin des 
'Plantes, writos tho Paris eorres- 
ipondent of the New York Press. 
(Under tho gardens run some old 
£t 'galleries of the catacombs, which 
^jnhavo not beeu opened in 100 years. 
IThe laboratory which will be ostab- 
'lished in these galleries will give an 
opportunity to study the effect of 
nbacjirity upon animal life. Every- 
one has heard of the Hah without 
eyes in the cave of Kentucky and 
other freaks which exist in dark 
iwells and such places. These facts 
are of great Importance in studying 
tho evolution of man and species, 
jbut so far no resoarchos upon the 
subject have been carried out by 
scientists. 

, Down in the deep galleries of the 
[catacombs It Is always pitch dark, 
and fish ponds will be dug in the 
laolld rock and stocked with fish to 



study tho effect or the ooscunty 
upon them and their offspring. 
Animals will also bo kept down 
there for tho same purpose. 

A good deal of trouble and some 
danger was experienced in opening 
up the galleries, which have for so 
long been closed. Tho temperature 
200 feet below tho surface is chill 
and damp, while the gases which 
have accumulated in 100 years made 
it a ticklish undertaking to descend. 
These galleries undermine almost 
tho whole of Paris and its environs, 
beiug used as catacombs and also for 
growing mushrooms. Under tho 
Ardln des Plantes thoy havo never 
been usedsuice the stoneworkers left

through them. Iu some places tho 
roof has fallen in, but most of the 
galleries uro dug out of the solid 
rock and will last for all time. Tho 
laboratory will be the only one of its 
kind in the world, and the savants 
who have undertaken the task ex- 
pect that tho results of their experi- 
ments will throw new light upon 
the doctrine of evolution.
